Draw ‘Attention of Threshers 


Edmonton, Aug. 30, 1913, 

Dear Sir: It is the compajnt of a 
great many farmers iu this province 
that threshing machines are doing 
more to spread the noxious weeds 
than any other agency known to them 
j and that sections 16, 17 and 18 of the 
Noxious Weed Act should be strictly 
enforced, The sections referred to 
read as follows: 

16. Every thresher shall thoroly 
clean his machine, both inside and 
outside and all his racks immediately 
after threshing at each setting and 
removing the machine or any other 
part thereof to another setting. 

17, Every thresher shall clean the 
grain threshed by him and when it is 
delivered to the owner it shall not 
contain more than 100 seeds of nox-

A& GW Settlement at Hand 


Edmonton, Sept, 23.— Following is 
the text of the letter from J. D. 
McArthur, the Winnipeg contractor, 
to Premier Sifton, which embodies 
the terms of the A. and G, W. settle- 
ment: 

Edmonton, September 22, 1913. 

Sir—On behalf of myself and 
associates, I propose to take over the 
Alberta and Great Waterways rail-

The obligations imposed by the 
law as stated in the proceeding sect- 
ions are easily complied with. 
Threshers are requested to exercise 
care in this request. and the follow- 
ing suggestions are urged, 

1. A good stout broom should be 
used to sweep wagon racks and the 
inside and outside of the machine. 

2. The machine should be speeded 
up to 30 per cent higher speed in or- 
der to shake and blow out all the 
seeds that have lodged within it. 
This should be done for at least five 
minutes after the last sheaf has been 
threshed. While the machine is run- 
ning at this high speed the screen 
should be carefully swept with a 
broom. e 

8. There should be no difficulty 
in complying with section 17 if the 
| proper screen is used and the screen 

board is removed trom the bottom of 

shoe. Last year the inspection of 
| threshing machines was made by the 
‘undersigned. It was found that 26 
per cent of the machines used too 
fine a screen, while an equal number 
failed to remove the screen board, 
Consequently it was impossible to 
clean the grain properly or comply 
with the terms of the Act. 

4. In Southern Alberta a screen 
should be used that will allow such 
weeds as Hare’s Ear Mustard, False 
Flax and Russian Thistle to pass 
freely through. Such a screen will also 
separate the seeds of Tumbling mus- 
tard, wild mustard and stinkweed. 

5. In the northern part of province 
| a much coaser screen should be used, 
one that will allow Ball Mustard to 
pass through easily.

Calgary Municipal Mother-house for 
Experimental Work 
oad 


In submitting to the ratepayers a 
by-law to authorize the fitting up of 
a house to foster industry, the council 
of Calgary showed most commend- 
able enterprise which other cities 
might well emulate. 

The Prince Albert Times comments 
approvingly and adds: 

“Briefly the scheme is to provide a 
suitable building divided into smaM 
suites of rooms each well provided 
with light, power and water to enable 
the tenants to carry on smal] manu- 
facturing plants. Men with large ideas 
and smal] means will be encouraged 
to start manufacturing in one of these 
suites. The rent being nominal, the 
water, light and power supplied at 
cost, they have practically only to 
provide the particular tools, machin- 
ery and furniture of their specialty. 
Of course, only applicants approved 
by the committee of management will 
be given accommodation in the 
building and their space therein 
is strictly limited, so that a success- 
ful and growing business must per- 
force seek outside quarters for ex- 
pansion, thereby making room for an- 
other beginner. In the ideal mother- 
house, an enterprising committee of 
management will even finance the be- 
ginner, whose object satisfies them as 
being sound. 

“Such an establishment may well be 
called a mother-house, or incubator of 
industry and while there are no Can- 
adian examples to point to, there are 
several in the New England States.”

In certain districts In Alberta where 
for reasons outside the control of the 
farmers, thelr crops failed, they were 
at a total loss. 

Chickens can stand the rigors of the 
winter excellently, and Mr. Elford 
mentioned that in the coldest parts 
of Saskatchewan the fronts of the 
chickén houses in the most success- 
ful farms were only provided with 
ordinary factory cotton instead of 
woodwork, and the birds did not 
seem to suffer in any way. 

Speaking of the most sultable 
breeds for the prairie provinces, Mr, 
Elford said that in his opinion all the 
American breeds which cross with the 
Plymouth Rock and Red Wyandotte 
were most satisfactory. ’ 

Tho turkeys reared artificlally were 
without a single loss this year, and 
the danger from the prairie wolf can 
be obviated to a great extent by keep- 
ing a collle dog trained to protect 
them. ,

We have an 
idea that the former refers to the per- 
son who seeks the society and apes 
the manners of the “Upper Ten”; but 
why “tuft”? And why “paradise” for 
the fool who shuts his eyes to threat. 
ening troubles and dangers, satisfied 
with the enjoyment of the moment? 


phrase originated in the theological 
argument that there is a place for 
fools just outside paradise, while the 
term ‘“‘tuft-hunting”’ took its’ rise at 
the Universities of Oxford and Cam- 
bridge, where at one timo the youn 
noblémen wore a prea Wass 
cap with a tuft, which presumably at 
tracted hangers-on. 
Many other curious stories of the 
origin of popular phrases are given in 
“Everyday Phrases Explained” (Pear- 
son). It {s related that ‘Hobson's 
choice” arose from the fact that Hob- 
son, a noted carrier in Cambridge, 
would only let out his horses and 
coaches for hire in rotation, refusing 
to allow his customers to choose, a 
customer being compelled to take the 
horse nearest the door. Thus it be- 
came customary, when anything was 
forced upon one, to say “Hobson's 
choice.” 
“Eating humble pie” is a phrase 
which really arose from the corrup- 
tion of the word “umbles” or ‘‘num- 
bles,” the coarser parts of a deer kill- 
ed in hunting, which, when made into 
a pie, were formerly reserved for the 
lower hunt servants; while ‘‘cooking 
his goose’’ is a phrase which originat- 
ed when the King of Sweden, on ap- 
proaching a hostile town, excited the 
contempt of the inhabitants by the 
smallness of his army. To express 
this they hung out a goose for him 
to shoot at, whereupon the king set 
fire to the town to ‘‘cook their goose.” 
Long ago unscrupluous feople used 
to take a cat tied in a bag to market, 
where they tried to sell it for a pig.

hours without a break at the mini: 
mum rate of eighty revolutions a 
minute, once more calls attention to 
his amazing stamina. 

| Burrow his turned forty years of 
age, and has been giving club-swing: 
ing exhibitions and setting up new re- 
cords since he was fourteen. “The 
medical profession,” he gays, “both in 
England and Australia, say that I 

‘helped my heart during my exhibi- 

tions by working the clubs in unison 

with the heart-beats, and doctors tell 
me that my lif: has not been shorten- 
| ed by club-swinging.” 

The champion, however, {a an all- 
round athlete, and during an inter- 
view with the writer some time ago 
he gave several interestirg facts re- 
garding his career. It was as a crick- 
-eter that he first came into promin- 
ence in Australia, the land of his 
birth, and since then he has achieved 
much auccess in various parts of the 
world as a wrestler, boxer, sprinter, 
| swimmer, and cyclist. His services 
have been much sought after a3 in- 
structor and trainer in the boxing 
world, and among notable pugilists he 
repared Frank Slavin and Tom Wil- 
| liams, the boxing champion of Au: 
| tralia, for mony sensational contests. 

No less remarkable than his own 
ipeecera is that established by Col. 
H. KE. Deane, of the Royal Army Medi- 
| cal Corps, who, in spite of his fifty-two 
years, finished, a few days ago, a 
twenty-four hour test rt Aldershot, 
thus making an amateur record. Per- 
haps the most astonishing feature of 
Col. Deane’s record {s that he smoked 
cigars freely when swinging, and ate 
many hard-boiled. eggs and Chcleea 
buns, drinking a little milk.

fact that he can knock the stump of 

a cigarette, 11-2 inch long, from the 

mouth of his assistant while the ham- 

mer-head is traveling in circles at 
the rate of four miles an hour. 


Cement That Lasts. 


In the making of cement modern 
Invention has not surpassed or equal- 
ed the ancients. An exchange, com- 
menting on a recent demolition by 
soil movement of a small section of 
Roman wall at Caerwent, in England, 
says that this is about the only way 
in which the Roman walls can meet 
a natural collapse. for practically they 
are otherwise absolutely enduring 
There are several hundred miles of 
Roman wall-still standing in England. 
“The secret of their permanence ia the 
cement. ,We do not know the method 
of its composition, but it is far sound- 
er than any modern cement. Indeed, 
when some part of such a wall a3 
that mentioned has to be dislodzed it 
{s necessary to use dynamite. All that 
we know of Roman cement is that 
pounded tile forms a considerable ele- 
ment in it. For the rest, Roman walls 
were built with stone and tile from a 
cement bottom.” 


To Encourage Inventors. 


Not a little interest has been arous 
ed by the announcement of the British 
War Office to the effect that a compe- 
tition will shortly be held for aero- 
plane engines, and that a prize of 
$25,000 will be awarded to the best one 
of British manufacture throughout. 
Furthermore, orders up to the value 
of $200,000 will be given to the makers 
of engines which fulfill the require- 
ments. Needless to say, the competi- 
tion will be very keen, but it is felt 
that the War Office are acting on the 
right lines, particularly in regard to 
British engines, which seem to have

A NOVEL BATTLEFIELD SCENE 


When the Blue and the Gray Joined In 
a Birthday Celebration—A Meeting 
With Grant in Washington—Lin- 
coln's Visit to Mre. Pickett, 


In Mrs, Pickett’s Introductory chap» 
ter to “The Henrt of a Soldier. As Ke 
vealed In the Intimate Letters of Gen: 
eral George B. Pickett, C, 8. A,” there 
fe un extremely interesting story. It 
appears that while at Richmond, just 
after the surrender, she was summon 
ed to the door by a sharp rap. She 
gives a charming account of what ful- 
lowed: 

With my baby on my arm 1 answer: 
ed the knock, opened the door and 
looked up at a tall, gaunt, sad faced 
mun in fll fitting clothes, who, with 
the accent of the north, asked: 

“Is this George Pickett's place?" 

“Yes, sir,” 1 answered, “but he is 
not here.” 

“LT know that, ma‘am,” he replied, 
“but 1 just wanted to see the placa 
Jam Abraham Lincoln.” 

“The president!" 1 gasped. 

The stranger shook his bend and 
said; “No, ma‘am; no, ma'am, Just 
Abraham Lincoln; George's old friend.” 

“Lam George Pickett’s wife, nnd this 
{s bis baby,” was all 1 could say. 

My baby pushed away froin ne and 
reached bis hands to Mr. Lincoln, who 
took bim in hls arms. As he did so 
an expression of rapt, almost diving 
tenderness and love Hgbted up the sad 
face. It was on Jook that I have never 
feen on any other fave, My baby 
opened bis mouth wide and insisted 
upon giving bis father's friend u dewy, 
infantile kiss. As Mr. Lincoln gave 
the little one back to me, shaking his 
finger at bim playfully, be said: 

“Yell your father, the rascal, that U 
forgive bim for the snke of that kiss 
and those bright eyes.” 

Mrs, Pickett explains the tnterest 
Lincoln stiowed {n her husband by 
stating that it was through Mr. Lin- 
coln's influence that ber husband re 
celved his appointment to West Point, 

One impression the book conveys Is 
that of the kindly and generous feeling 
that existed between Confederates 
and Unionists graduated from West 
Point who bad been friends before the 
war, An exhibition of this feeling was 
made at the time of the birth of Gen- 
eral Pickett'’s first baby. Mrs. Pickett, 
telling the story, says: 

On -the occasion of my son's birth 
bonfires were lighted in celebration all 
along Pickett's line. Grant saw, them 
and sent scouts to learn the cause. 
When they reported he said to General 
Ingalls: “Haven't we some kindling 
on this side of the line? Why don't 
we strike a light for the young Pick: 
ett?’ 

In a Uttle while bonfires were flam- 
{ng from the Fereral line. A few days 
later there was taken through the lines 
a baby's silver service engraved, “To 
George FE.

General Pickett, in a letter from 
Washington, relates another incident io 
which this same kindly feeling was 
manifested:

LADY HESTER STANHOPE. 


Pttt’s Eccentric Niece, Whe Lived « 
Strange Lite tn Syria. 


the vecentric personages of 

bidtory Lady Stanhope, who was born 
in Tondon in 1766, is remarkable. She 
was the daughter of the Karl of Stan. 
hope and niece of the great William 
abt. " 

The death of her muther when she 
was an infant deprived her of the care 
4 young girl should have, and even 
her education was sadly neglected. 
tea she was og twenty ir went 

uct as a sort of secretary for her 
uncle, who was then Prime Minister. 
She remained with kim till his death 
in 1806. 

In the next few years she display- 
ed such singular qualities of bad tem- 
per, selfishness and lack of feeling 
that all her friends were estranged, 
and the English Government withdrew 
a pension she had been drawifg. Io 
1810 she shook the dust of England 
trom her feet and started for the east, 

She arrived in Syria in 1812 and set 
tled on Mount Lebanon, where she re 
mained the rest of her life, entirely 
cut off from the companionship ot 
triends or countrymen 

Surrounded by native  servanta, 
whom she ruled with capricious im. 
pulse, and with indifferent means at 
her disposal, she had a atrange ex- 
perience. 

Occasionally aome traveler who 
knew her would make u stop and 
eall upon her. These persons told cur- 
ious tales of her household. When 
{ou was served one day the servant 
brought the teapot to the table hold. 
ing it by the spout, as the handle waa 
gone, ‘The ceiling of her salon was 
upheld by beams of wood, and her 
bed was a mattress laid on planks 
that were placed on trestles. 

Lady Stanhope was 4 hard mistress 
and demanded unheard of hours of 
service, At one time al] the free wo- 
men in her employ left in a body, and 
her slaves were constantly 
away, A strict daily account was kept 
vy a secretary of how every hour of 
the day ot each servant and slave was 
‘mployed, and Lady Hester kept it 
for study and reference. 

Her time was fully oocupied, divid- 
ed as it was tnto curious detail. She 
remained in bed until about 2 o0’clock 
in the afternoon and retired at about 
the same hour the next morning. She 
begun her daily duties aut ubout 6 
pun, 

Her first work was to assign to all 
in the household the routine of their 
labors for the next day, for no such 
eccentric hours were allowed servants, 
this accomplished, she spent the rest 
of her time till she retired in looking 
tor trouble in the household, scolding 
and sometimes swearing, writing let- 
vers and talking for hours on any sub- 
ject upon which she got started, 

For a long time after she had gone 
to bed she kept most of the household 
awake and busy, her bell calling them 
tor various services. It might be for 
a lemonade or a bowl of broth or a 
cup of camomile tea, for whjch the 
gardener was called to gather the 
herb, or she had, forgotten some de- 
tail of an order for the next day, and 
whoever: was to execute it had to be 
awakened to hear what she had to 


“Zine kept in good accord with the 
pasha, to whom she mude presents and 
tendered services of various sorts, and 
often sent gifts to his harem. In this 
way she had a certain protection. 

She died as she lived in Syria, 
with no friend or companion to com 
tort her last hours.
